Trespasser 
shot Sunday 
at Patoker 

The Kentucky State Police at 
Morehead have reported the shooting of 
Everett Gay heart, 39, at Patoker Road 
about 9:45 a.m. Sunday. 

Gayheart, who in June of 2006 shot 
and killed his brother and nephew dur- 
ing an altercation at a residence in the 
same neighborhood, was shot in the face 
on Sunday and was reported to be in 
critical condition on Monday in St.

Police said Gayheart, who was tres- 
passing on his neighbor’s property when 
the incident occurred, shot his 
neighbor’s dog and was himself shot in 
a confrontation that followed with the 
property owner. 

The identity of the property owner, 
who told officers he shot Gayheart in 
self-defense, was not released and no 
charges have been filed. The incident 
remains under investigation by KSP 
Detective Paul Lemaster. 

Gayheart shot and killed his brother, 
Bobby J. Gayheart, Sr., and his nephew, 
Bobby J. Gayheart, Jr., of Floyd County 
during an argument at Everett 
Gayheart ’s residence on Patoker on Sun- 
day, June 18, 2006. Gayheart claimed 
self-defense and when the case was pre- 
sented to a Morgan County Grand Jury 
no indictment was issued.

County, others exploring avenues 
to boost economic development

Judge Executive Tim Conley is cur- 
rently collaborating with various other 
government officials, business persons, 
community leaders and interested citi- 
zens in an attempt to revitalize Morgan 
County’s economy through heightened 
efforts to increase local tourism. 

Those endeavors include plans for 
several chartered bus tours through Mor- 
gan and surrounding counties in coop- 
eration with Foothills Eco-Agri Tourism 
(FEAT), in addition to a public transpor- 
tation office and other tourism-related 
proposals. 

Conley said Shockey Tours, a Louis- 
ville travel firm, could host up to 30 
tours annually through the FEAT coun- 
ties of Carter, Elliott, Menifee, Morgan 
and Wolfe following a trial excursion in 
October. 

“These tours are a great way to bring 
people into Morgan County,” Conley 
said. “The first tourists will arrive in 
West Liberty on Oct. 2, and they will 
see Jonathan Whitt’s miniature horse 
farm and the arches at Wrigley, as well 
as sorghum and grist mills with a black- 
smith.” 

The tourists’ one-day and one-night 
stay in Morgan County will be con- 
ducted by local historians and civic lead- 
ers, and will include a shopping trip in 
the local business district. 

“The initial tour is expected to gen- 



erate approximately $30,000 among the 
five counties,” Conley said. “If that trip 
is a success, we could schedule around 
25-30 more tours each year. I am ex- 
tremely excited about this opportunity 
and the economic boost it could give the 
county.”

Schl. board 
opts to skip 
spring break

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation during a Feb. 28 special meeting 
opted to leave schools open for classes 
during the previously scheduled spring 
break of March 30- April 7. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said closing days for students and 
teachers are now scheduled for June 4 
and June 5, despite the week-long 
holiday’s termination. 

“This has been a strange school year,” 
Gold said. “Schools were closed because 
of the MRSA scare and the recent city 
water line break. Classes were also can- 
celled several days due to inclement 
weather, which has put us behind sched- 
ule.” 

The board is currently operating on a 
schedule based on the 2005-2006 school 
calendar, which specifies 173 days of in- 
struction, with only four days of bank 
time allotted to the school system to 
make up missed days. 

“The board is doing all it can to get 
students out of school as early as pos- 
sible,” Gold said. “We are hoping for 
legislative relief to allow us to make up 
more time. If the school system misses 
anymore days, they must also be added 
to the end of the school calendar.”

Critics say bill before the House favors 
casino operators over horse industry 



Williams earlier had predicted 
that the bill that that would come 
out of the House committee 
would be “a casino bill and not a 
horse industry bill.” 



E.Ky. legislators join 
Speaker Richards to 
send proposal to floor 



A day after it failed to get the 
approval of a House panel, a pro- 
posal to allow up to nine casinos 
in Kentucky sailed out of the 
committee on Wednesday of last 
week. 

The House Elections, Consti- 
tutional Amendments and Inter- 
governmental Affairs Committee 
voted 7-2 to send the casino bill 
to the House floor for a vote. 

The action came after an op- 
ponent of the proposal favored by 
House Speaker Jody Richards 
was replaced by two suporters, 
Democrats John Will Stacy of 
West Liberty and Tim Lirkins of 
Louisville. 

The bill differs from one pro- 
posed by Gov. Steve Beshear that 
called for a constitutional amend- 
ment to allow 12 casinos in Ken- 
tucky, five of which would be 
allotted to horse racing tracks. 

The bill passed by the com- 
mittee is similar but would not 
constitutionally guarantee that 
five of the casinos would be al- 
lotted to the race tracks. 

Horse breeding and racing in- 
dustry interests, who have 
lobbyied for race track casinos, 
fear that if the proposal now on 
the House floor is passed, it 
might leave the tracks without 
any casinos and allow nine free- 



standing casinos that wuld add 
further competition to them for 
gambling dollars. 

A bill proposed by Democrats 
Rob Wilkey of Scottsville and 
Larry Clark of Louisville that 
would have mandated five casino 
licenses for tracks and four oth- 
ers for free-standing casinos also 
was rejected on Tuesday, leading 
to the ejection of Rep. Dottie 
Sims, D-Horse Cave, after she 
voted no on the bill favored by 
Speaker Richards. 

That led to Richards, along 
with House Majority Leader 
Rocky Adkins of Sandy Hook 
and Caucus Chairman Charlie 
Hoffman joined with other allies, 
including Greg Stumbo, D- 
Prestonsburg, to remove Sims 
from the panel and name Stacy 
and Lirkin. 

It’s not good leadership,” 
Sims complained. “But I told 
John Will (Stacy) and Tim (Fir- 
kins) I’m proud it took two men 
to do my job.” She said she con- 
siders Richards, Adkins and 
Hoffman friends but “they 
should’ve told me first, behind 
closed doors” about their deci- 
sion to remove her from the com- 
mittee. 

Richards defended his 
shakeup of the committee to get 
the amendment passed, saying he 
wanted to assure the full House 
an opportunity to vote on a gam- 
bling amendment, the top prior- 



ity of Beshear - “and this is the 
only one that has a chance to 
pass.” 

Rep. Stumbo concurred, say- 
ing the roster change and the 
committee’s quick action to pass 
the measure was a way to keep 
the debate alive. 

“This was as much a proce- 
dural vote ... to get the bill mov- 
ing,” he said.” 

Earlier, Stumbo said the horse 
industry should realize the ver- 
sion (of the bill) that leaves all 
licenses open to competition is te 
best chance for expanding gam- 
bling. 

“Why not put it up for grabs, 
so that everybody has a fair shot? 
Nobody has a problem with this 
except the (horse) industry,” 
Stumbo said. 



Republican Party Chairman 
Steve Robertson said changing 
the committee make-up was a 
blatant move to “fix the odds in 
favor of the ‘house.” 



Senate President David Will- 
iams, R-Burkesville, who op- 
poses casino gambling, said he 
doesn’t think the horse industry 
will be strong enough to take on 
casino interests and win. 



John-Mark Hack of the Say 
No to Casinos coalition called the 
process “democracy casino 
style.” He said he does not ex- 
pect the tactic to win Richards 
many votes. “There are going to 
be few House members that want 
to get on a bus that’s going off 
the cliff,” he said. 

Gambling opponents contend 
that a vote by legislators to put 
the proposed constitutional 
amendment on the ballot is a vote 
for expanding gambling in Ken- 
tucky. 

Changing the state’s constitu- 
tion — which must be done dur- 
ing a regular General Assembly 
session — requires 60 votes in 
the House and approval of 23 of 
the 38 state senators before go- 
ing to Kentucky voters on the fall 
election ballot.

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Morgan County has been 
awarded $10,226 in federal funds 
under the Emergency Lood and 
Shelter National Board Program 
to supplement Emergency Lood 
and Shelter programs in the 
county. 

The selection was made by the 
National Board chaired by the 
Department of Homeland 
Security’s Lederal Emergency 
Management Agency (LEMA) 
and consists of representatives 
from the American Red Cross, 
Catholic Charities, USA, Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the USA, Salvation 
Army, United Jewish Communi- 
ties and United Way of America. 
The local board was charged to 
distribute funds appropriated by 
congress to help expand the ca- 
pacity of food and shelter pro- 
gram in high need areas around 
the country. 

A local board made up of 
members of the Morgan County 
Liscal Court, Morgan County 
DCBS, Christian Social Services, 
Prince of Peace Catholic Church, 
Gateway Community Action, 
RSVP program and other local 
organizations will determine how 
local funds are to be distributed 
among programs operated by lo- 
cal service organizations in the 
area. The local board will recom- 
mend agencies to receive the 
funds and any additional funds 
available under this phase of the 
program. 

Under the terms of the grant 
from the national board, local 
agencies chosen to receive funds 
must: 

• Be private voluntary non- 
profits or unites of government. 

• Have an accounting system. 

• Practice non-discrimination. 

• Have demonstrated the ca- 
pability to deliver emergency 
food and/or shelter programs. 

• Have a voluntary board if 
they are a private organization. 



Public or private voluntary 
organizations in applying for 
Emergency Lood and Shelter 
program funds should contact 
Sandra Stevens at 743-3133 for 
an application. The deadline for 
applications is March 19, 2008.

The arts are coming to life in 
Morgan County elementary 
schools. Local and area students 
are enjoying live performances 
that help them meet state learn- 
ing goals - all at no cost to their 
schools, thanks to The Center for 
Rural Development’s Arts Edu- 
cation Outreach Program. 

Kentucky Chautauqua per- 
former Mel Hankla brought his- 
tory to life for fifth-grade stu- 
dents at East Valley, Ezel, Mor- 
gan Central and West Liberty el- 
ementary schools where he por- 
trayed Revolutionary War hero 
George Rogers Clark. 

Hankla travels throughout the 
state as part of the Kentucky Hu- 
manities Council’s “Telling 
Kentucky’s Story” to present a 
living history drama on the tall, 
talented Virginian who came 
here as a surveyor. A military 
leader during the Revolutionary 
War, Clark launched what histo- 
rians call “a brilliant campaign” 
into present-day Illinois and In- 
diana, defeating the British and 
their Indian allies and securing 
the Northwest Territory for a 
young United States. 

“Instead of spending most of 
the day on a bus traveling to a 
theater, the students saw a qual- 
ity performance in our own dis- 
trict and then returned to their 
classrooms, which saved valu- 
able instructional time,” said 
Thomas Potter, principal at East 
Valley Elementary School. 

The Arts Education Outreach 
Program schedules, hosts and 
pays for performances at schools 
in the 42-county service area of 
The Center, which is located in 
Somerset, Ky. The Center annu- 
ally selects one deserving school 
in each county based on location, 
budget and state test scores. In 
2006-2007, the program reached 
13,500 students. 

The target audience is the 
fifth-grade, which is tested on 
Arts and Humanities in the an- 
nual Kentucky Core Content 
Test. Schools decide who attends 
the shows and often include pre- 
schoolers through eighth-grad- 
ers. 

The program provides teach- 
ers with study guides tied to the 
state’s required Arts and Hu- 
manities curriculum. This allows 
teachers to prepare students be- 
fore the performance and review 
afterwards, extending the learn-

ing experience beyond the show 
itself. 

“We launched this program in 
2005 to help our schools fight the 
national trend of cutting arts to 
balance school budgets, as well 
as to make sure our rural students 
can experience the arts first 
hand,” said Pat Bradley, an as- 
sociate vice president at The 
Center. 

“Research shows that stu- 
dents involved in the arts per- 
form better in school,” Bradley 
said. “Beyond academics, every 
student has a right to enjoy the 
arts and be inspired by them. In 
our region, music and other art 
forms have been part of our way 
of life, and our students deserve 
every opportunity to tap into 
their own potential gifts.” 

“Still, schools have to trim 
costs, and the high price of gas 
these days makes it hard to jus- 
tify trips to performing arts ven- 
ues,” Bradley continued. “With 
The Center program, the school 
just tells us when to bring the 
show and provides space for it. 
We take care of all expenses.” 

The Center pays the perfor- 
mance fee, which can be as high 
as $800, and invests the staff 
time to coordinate between the 
performers and school. The pro- 
gram is funded in part by grants 
from the California-based Hot 
Topic Foundation. 

“This program is one way The 
Center is improving the quality 
of life for residents Southern and 
Eastern Kentucky,” said Stuart 
Arnold, director of marketing 
and public relations. 



March has been designated as 
Severe Storms Preparedness 
Month across the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky. The Na- 
tional Weather Service offices 
that serve the state of Kentucky 
along with the Kentucky Divi- 
sion of Emergency Management 
and the Kentucky Weather Pre- 
paredness Committee have des- 
ignated this month as a time for 
severe weather preparedness. 

The Kentucky Division of 
Emergency Management and 
Kentucky Weather Preparedness 
Committee urge you and your 
family to review these safety tips 
as we enter the peak severe 
weather season in Kentucky: 
Flash Flooding Safety Rules 

Flash floods and floods are the 
#1 storm related killer in Ken- 
tucky and across the United 
States. 

• If driving, do not drive 
through flooded areas ! Even if it 
looks shallow enough to cross. 
The majority of deaths due to 
flooding are due to peole driving 
through flooded areas. Water 
only one foot deep can displace 
1,500 pounds! Two feet of water 
can easily carry most vehicles. 
Roadways concealed by flood 
waters may not be intact. 

• If caught outside, go to 
higher ground immediately! 
Avoid small rivers or streams, 
low spots, culverts or ravines. Do 
not try to walk through flowing 
water more than ankle deep, as it 
only takes six inches of water to 
knock you off your feet. Do not 
allow children to play around 
streams, drainage ditches, via- 
ducts, storm drains or other 
flooded areas. 

• If ordered to evacuate or if 
rising water is threatening, leave 



immediately and get to higher 
ground. 

Lightning Safety Rules 

Lightning is the number two 
storm related killer. In Kentucky, 
more people are killed by light- 
ning in an average year than tor- 
nadoes. Although severe thunder- 
storm warnings are not issued for 
lightning, you should move to 
shelter when thunder is heard as 
lightning can strike 10 to 15 
miles away from where the rain 
is falling. 

• If outside, go to a safe shel- 
ter immediately, such as inside a 
sturdy building. A hard top auto- 
mobile with the windows up can 
also offer fair protection. 

• If you are boating or swim- 
ming, get out of the water imme- 
diately and move to a safe shel- 
ter away from the water! 

• If you are in a wooded area, 
seek shelter under a thick growth 
of relatively small trees. 

• If you feel your hair stand- 
ing on end, squat with your head 
between your knees. Do not lie 
flat! 

• Avoid isolated trees or other 
tall objects, bodies of water, 
sheds, fences, convertible auto- 
mobiles, tractors and motor- 
cycles. 

• If inside, avoid using the 
telephone (except for emergen- 
cies) or other electrical appli- 
ances. 

• Do not take a bath or shower 
during a thunderstorm. 

Tornado And Severe 
Thunderstorm Safety Rules 

• In a home or building, move 
to a pre-designated shelter, such 
as a basement. 

• If an underground shelter is 
not available, move to a small 
interior room or hallway on the 



lowest floor and get under a 
sturdy piece of furniture. Put as 
many walls as possible between 
you and the outdoors. 

• Stay away from windows. 

• Get out of automobiles. 

• Do not try to outrun a tor- 
nado in your car. Instead, leave 
it immediately for safe shelter. 
Do not seek shelter in an under- 
pass. 

• If caught outside or in a ve- 
hicle, lie flat in a nearby ditch or 
depression and cover your head 



with your hands. 

• Be aware of flying debris. 
Flying debris from tornadoes and 
high winds causes most fatalities 
and injuries. 

• Mobile homes, even if tied 
down, offer little protection from 
tornadoes or high winds. You 
should leave a mobile home and 
go to the lowest floor of a sturdy 
building or storm shelter.

rently provides public transpor- 
tation through its Gateway Ex- 
press bus program, which allows 
riders to travel in city limits on a 
handicap accessible van for a 
one-way fare of $ 1 , or a roundtrip 
fare of $2. 

Kevin Ratliff, of Gateway’s 
transportation department, said 
the service is available to anyone 
who requests public transporta- 
tion. 

“Gateway Express will pick 
riders up at their homes after they 
call us,” Ratliff said. “The bus 
will take them to town and either 
drop them off or wait on them at 
their destinations. We have cur- 
rently have 50-60 riders, and that 
number is growing. They seem to 
enjoy riding the bus, and we en- 
joy helping them out.” 

Ratliff also said Gateway Ex- 
press provides a monthly shop- 
ping trip to Wal-Mart in 
Morehead at a cost of $5. 

Judge Conley revealed to the 
Courier that the future public 
transportation building could also 
house on its upper level several 
potential tourist attractions, in- 
cluding a Woman’s Club history 
center chronicling the lives of no- 
table Morgan County and East- 
ern Kentucky women. 

Woman’s Club member Mary 
Alice Oldfield said the organiza- 
tion looks forward to honoring 
local women. 

“The club is very excited 
about this project,” Oldfield said. 
“We are in the planning stages 
right now, but hope to eventually 
create a fitting tribute that cel- 
ebrates exceptional Morgan 
County women. We also want to 
give Morgan Countians a place 
to research the history of Eastern 
Kentucky women.” 

The county’s acquisition of the 
building also signifies the first 
phase of expanded public park- 
ing in downtown West Liberty. 

“A public parking lot will be 
created behind the building,” 
Conely said. “Parking in town is 
sometimes limited, and this is a 
step toward solving that problem. 
I would like to eventually see a 
larger parking structure built near 
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Commercial Bank in conjunction 
with our proposed courthouse 
project.” 

Conley said the courthouse 
project, in which a new justice 
center would be built near the cur- 
rent courthouse, depends on 
whether state funding is available 
despite Morgan County’s esti- 
mated 10th place status on the 
state’s new courthouse list. 

“We are currently talking to 
the owners of McKenzie’s 
Shopwise about purchasing their 
lot for a new courthouse,” Conley 
said last August at the current 
courthouse’s centennial celebra- 
tion. “There would be only a 
courtyard separating the old and 
new facilities. This is a great op- 
portunity to grow with the new, 
but also take care of our history.” 

Conley is optimistic these 
projects will be the initial steps 
in creating an expansive eco- 
nomic future for the county. 

“Our dreams for Morgan 
County are starting to play out,” 
Conley said. “The pieces of the 
puzzle will eventually to fall into 
place if officials, citizens and 
civic leaders continue to think 
outside the box - and work to- 
gether for the best interests of our 
community.”

enacted new staffing policies at 
Morgan County Middle School 
and Morgan County High School 
due to the state’s projected bud- 
get crunch. 

Gold said the new staffing 
policies, which school officials 
calculate by dividing a school’s 
enrollment by class size, are as 
follows: 

• MCMS sixth and seventh 
grade enrollment divided by 29 
students, and eighth grade enroll- 
ment divided by 31 students, up 
from last year’s estimate of 27 
students for all grades; 

• MCHS ninth through 12th 
grade enrollment divided by 31 
students, up from last year’s esti- 
mate of 29 students. 

“We made these changes be- 
cause we don’t know how the 
state budget will be,” Gold said. 
“The governor has proposed flat 
funding for education, signifying 
cuts in professional development, 
textbooks, Safe Schools, etc. We 
are planning a conservative bud- 
get, though we are hopeful we 
won’t have to cut any staff.” 

The Morgan County Board of 
Education will hold its next regu- 
lar meeting 6:30 p.m. Monday, 
April 14, at Ezel Elementary 
School. All meetings are open to 
the public.

Tyson Foods CEO 
says cattle cycle may 
have peaked forever 

Feb. 28 — Recently we re- 
ported one major bank’s opinion 
that the cattle market may no 
longer be cyclical. According to 
Tyson Foods president and CEO 
Dick Bond, the nation’s cattle in- 
dustry should brace for major re- 
ductions in herds, reports Mark 
Lefens of Meatingplace.com. 

“Bond painted a new scenario 
for the U.S. beef industry where 
higher input costs force produc- 
ers into a long-term herd reduc- 
tion, packers reduce excess ca- 
pacity and consumers pay more 
for beef,” Lefens writes. “Bond 
singled out what he called the ‘al- 
most criminal’ government man- 
dates supporting ethanol produc- 
tion, which he said have doubled 
the cost of feed grains.” 

Bond said beef producers 
must move respond to the desires 
of consumers with newer prod- 
ucts more in line with changing 
tastes and diets. He also called for 
increased traceability when it 
comes to cattle.

Study says daylight-saving 
time increases electrical use 



Daylight Saving Time starts 
March 9. For years, most of In- 
diana refused to join the rest of 
the country in moving clocks 
ahead one hour, “in part because 
farmers resisted the prospect of 
having to work an extra hour in 
the morning dark,” writes Justin 
Lahart of The Wall Street Jour- 
nal. In 2006, Indiana began par- 
ticipating in the annual switch 
that has long been considered an 
energy-saver. Now, research us- 
ing data from before and after the 
change says “springing forward 
may actually waste energy.” 
University of California- 
Santa Barbara economics profes- 
sor Matthew Kotchen and Ph.D. 
student Laura Grant examined 
more than seven million monthly 
meter readings from Duke En- 
ergy for southern Indiana before 
2006, including a control group 
of neighboring counties that had 
chosen to join daylight-saving 
time on their own because they 
were in the Central Time Zone. 



“Their finding: Having the 
entire state switch to daylight- 
saving time each year, rather than 
stay on standard time, costs In- 
diana households an additional 
$8.6 million in electricity bills,” 
Lahart writes. “They conclude 
that the reduced cost of lighting 
in afternoons during daylight- 
saving time is more than offset 
by the higher air-conditioning 
costs on hot afternoons and in- 
creased heating costs on cool 
mornings.” 

Other studies, including one 
last year in Australia, have found 
that daylight saving time in- 
creases energy use — challeng- 
ing studies done in the 1970s, 
including the oft-cited 1975 De- 
partment of Transportation re- 
port that said an expansion of 
daylight time prompted a 1 per- 
cent drop in electricity use. The 
difference in then and now is the 
prevalence of air conditioning.

Public health works to improve 
safety of tanning beds, booths 



With events like spring break 
and prom just a few months 
away, many young people start 
to prepare by hitting the tanning 
bed. 

This tanning season, tanning 
business owners need to be aware 
of new health regulations de- 
signed to protect the public, par- 
ticularly young people, who fre- 
quently use tanning beds and 
booths. These laws, amended by 
the Kentucky legislature in fall 
2007, require that the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
(CHFS) and local health depart- 
ments provide monitoring and 
oversight of tanning facilities. 

“Exposure to ultraviolet (UV) 
rays - which you are exposed to 
in a tanning bed - is hazardous 
to your health and can lad to skin 
damage and, in some cases, skin 
cancer,” said William Hacker, 
M.D., public health commis- 
sioner and acting undersecretary 
for health at CHFS. “Many times, 
people don’t realize the dangers 
of tanning bed use and are un- 
knowingly putting themselves at 
risk. The changes made to state

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law regulating tanning facilities 
were designed to protect the pub- 
lic and inform them about the 
dangers of tanning.” 

State law now requires paren- 
tal consent for children and teen- 
agers and directs that tanning re- 
quire that people younger than 14 
years old be accompanied by a 
parent or legal guardian when 
using a tanning bed. Teenagers 
older than 14 do not have to have 
a guardian present to use the tan- 
ning bed. However, written pa- 



rental consent is required those 
older than 14 but younger than 
18. 

These signed consent forms 
are to be kept on file in the es- 
tablishment. The facility must 
provide a written statement to the 
consumer that outlines the warn- 
ings associated with use of tan- 
ning devices.

Forms are also available at 
your local health department. 



In addition, tanning business 
owners or operators must regis- 
ter with their local health depart- 
ment. The mandated registration 
fee is $20 per establishment and 
will be valid for one calendar 
year. Permit fees for facilities are 
valid from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31 of 
each calendar year. 

“These new measures were 
created to protect the public by 
providing adequate warnings 
about overexposure to potentially 
dangerous UV radiation.”
